he charged Micheel Mercator (grandson of 
Gerard Mercator) to draw him a map of 
the world, showing the track of his voyage, to be hung in the 
Queen’s Gallery. It is believed that Drake ordered at the same 
time a miniature of this map to be engraved on both sides of a 
silver plate, which is still preserved, in its original black leather 
case, at the family seat in, Devonshire, Nutwell Court, together 
with the other Drake heirlooms. This is confirmed in “Purchase 
his Pilgrims” (1625, folio, vol. III, pp.-461, 462), where it is 
stated that ‘‘ Michael Mercator, a Dutchman, cut a ployt (plot) of 
Drake’s Voyage, in Silver.” Four other specimens, in all respects 
identical with this one, are known ; they were probably given 
away by Drake as presents; two are at the British Museum, one 
in the family of the late Sir John Evans, and the one described 
here. They vary only in weight, which amounts, in the order 
named, to 284, 300, 260, 424 and 278 grains troy.
